brick house* of working-men, not one 
of which is «. tenement home. Phila- 
delphia now has double the number ol 
dwelling houses ol any other city of it» 
size in the world. This marreJons in- 
crease in its homestead! is due to it! 
oo-operatiye building associations— 
numbering orer four hundred. 
They 


have been tried for nearly fifty years, 
and have proved neb valuable forces 
for promoting industry, Yteonomy, so- 
briety, thrift and prosperity that the 
State enconragei them by exempting 
all their stock and mortgages from tax- 
ation. Though the holdings of these 
associations exceed $50)000,000, they 
are managed by working-men at little 
expense, and are always open to pub- 
lic scrutiny. Failure! have been very 
rare, less than in any other class ol 
financial associations. The worst ol 
those closed during the panic of 1873 
paid ninety-three cents on the dollar.' 
These associations, so unique, tried so 
long and so successfully, are a model 
tor the working-men of the country, 
certainly in large manufacturing cen- 
ters. 


That I may speak authoritatively, 1 


will epitomize certain statements kind- 
ly furnished by an eminent Philadel- 
phian, specially conversant with the 
subject, who says: The tenement house 
is unknown here. 
In the riots ol 


1877 
the 
twenty thousand 
mem- 


bers of building associations acted 
as 
an 
efficient 
counterpoise 
to 


the lawless throngs that crowded the 
streets. This instinct of self-preserva- 
tion, of social order, was as strong 
with them as with the wealthier classes 
and waa even more effectual. It neu- 
tralized, in their own camp, the clam- 
ors of a vicious and riotous rabble, so 
that the presence of tbe mayor and th« 
police was sufficient to quell all disor- 
der without collision. These associa- 
tion! have been a potent factor in mak- 
ing our people prosperous and moral, 
encouraging sobriety and preventing 
dissipation. The absence of any dan- 
geious tendencies can undoubtedly be 
traced to the general ownership ol 
homes. 


In Switeeiland, out of 485,000 house- 


holds 465,000 are householders. Here 
is one secret of the remarkable patriot- 
ism and prosperity of that people, and 
of their comparative exemption from 
labor troubles. Their excellent pub- 
lic schools and twenty-nine industrial 
schools, all topped up by their grand 
polytechnic institute at Zurich, includ- 
ing the ^ame pi aotical woik as that ol 
this Worcester Industrial Institute,have 
wonderfully unilied the home owning 
»nd home loving (jeople of these twenty- 
five cantons. Though separate in race, 
religion and language, they are one in 
natural interest, proud of their history 
and piouder still of their recent pro- 
gress and manuf icturing prosperity. 
They are an ingenious and industrious 
people, and their mechanics are educa- 
ted and skillful, believing in the dignity 
of labor and the thorough mastery of 
some trade. Though hemmed in" by 
mountains, withoat a seaport, with few 
minerals and no coal, with costly trans- 
portation, all freight from the seaboard 
coming ovei foreign territory, Switzer- 
land threatens the ribbon trade of Cov- 
entry, rivals the English and French 
in muslin and delaine, and the world in 
watches, music boxes and wood carv- 
mg.—Age of Steel. 


Anecdote of Frederick the Great. 


The Berlin JBoersen-Courier has ex- 


humed this amusing aneodote of Fred- 
erick the Great: One autumn day he 
was reviewing the annual provincial 
manoeuvres, and as ill luck would have 
it, every tiling seemed to go wrong. 
Finally one division of the Hussars 
made such a bad blunder that the King 
could no longer control his wrath, but 
spurred his lion*, raised hta eane m 
the air, and galloped after tbe Captain 
The latter, not being anxious to feel 
the weight of the King's cane on his 
shoulders, also spurred his horse, and 
after a long chase succeeded in escap- 
ing. Next day the General called 
upon the King, and among other things 
announced his regret that Captain So- 
and-so had sent in his resignation; he 
did not know why, he said, but the 
Captain had told him something bad 
happened which made it impossible for 
him to remain.

Father MvGlynn, the Central Figure

NBW YOEK, Nov. 1.— Kev. Edward Mc- 


Glynn, or Father McUlynn, as his people 
lovingly call him, is the central figure 
in the Henry George movement hero. Mr. 
George, as everybody knows, is a prominent 
Knight of Labor. About two months ago, 
when tho Knights began to talk of nominat- 
ing him for mayor of New York, he told them 
heawould accept the nomination if they would 
pledge him 30,000 names. Father McGlynn 
was the first to step forward and offer his 
heartiest help.! It was in his little parlor that

He has always had the leaven of ft pro- 


gressive spirit working in him. His depart- 
ures from regulation conduct have been 
numerous, but never offensive. 
Years ago 


they used to,say of his chui cli that it was the 
only theatre open in New York on Hmulay 
When a famous tenor, glorious contralto or 
far-famed soprano came to the city Father 
McGlynn secured him or her for a solo at the 
morning service, in order that tho pooi of his 
peoplemight hear the best In musii'al art since 
they could not pay to hear it. 


His church is St. Stephen's, at the corner of 


Twenty-ninth street and Third avenue. It is 
a modest enough I'llilieo externally, but 
within is rich in art treasures, painting and 
sculpture. Over the high altar is a puture 
of the crucifixion, by Bruinldi. In 1878 St 
Stephen's had a parish numbering about 
25,000. It3 Sunday school contained 1,000 
scholars, and was directed by 120 teachers 
Its membership is now very much larger. 


Dr. McGlynn is a native New Yorker, and 


is now 49 years old. He was edurah'd nt the 
public schools and the free academy and in 
Rome. 
His mother was a woman ot strong 


clmranter anil fine mlelleetuiil £i!K 
His 


brothers have boon prominent m Caliioinui 
politics. After Ins ordination ho came to 
New York, whore hi.s fust duty was to look 
after soldiers at tliB old arsenal iu Central 
park during the war. 
About twenty-ono 


years ago he was appointed pastor nt (St. 
Stephen's by the Inte caidinal. 


He is a line-looking man, with a retuied, 


handsome, Irish fate. 
Ab an orator he pos- 


sesses groat power. His pi ominent charac- 
teristic ia an abounding and comprehensive 
charity. One man -u ho kiioua him well bni'l: 
"I'll tell you one thing about Father Mr- 
Glynn. I'll warrant you ho hasn't tho sec- 
ond pair of trousers to his name." Being the 
kind of man who thinks for others bei'oi e he 
thinks of himselt, tins is probably true. And 
why should he or any other man want t\vo 
pairs of trousers? He can only \vear one pair 
at a time. 


Rev. Huntington, a Protestant Episcopal 


priest, has also been active in the Henry 
George movement. Dr. McGlynn helped to 
organize the Tax Reform league, in which 
Rev. Heber Newton as well 
iu> Henrj 


George is greatly interested. 
Ono of its 


objects is tho establishment of a system of 
free transportation. Oi this Di McGlynn 
says: 


I see nothing subversive in tlio Idea of having 
free city railroads, whether operand by steam or 
horse power, any more than !u llic uli'a of pro- 
viding free parks, libraries, sclion's 1,,-ulis and 
public niB( tins places. I am soincu hat su 1,- of the 
petty squabhlesof our politics and our polilieians, 
and I think it is nearly tune that piulies should 
be divided by great issuer, like these— namely, tho 
nationalisation of the laml. the utter abolition of 
monopolies and the Iniquitous control of th 
meaus of transportation nmv ext-ir ised by a priy. 
legcd few, and the adoption ot Irci IrnilL--not 
thu so-called British frei' trade, lUiitli is but a 
half-hearted one, butwhluh 1 should prefer to 
call American free trade, such as I'Xi.sLi bi-twcen 
our statea over the length and bicadlli of the 
confinent. 
~Father McGlynn stands in no fear of re- 
proof from higher ecclesiastical authorities. 
He carries out his reformatory notions as far 
as possible, without let or hindrance. He is 
a humanitarian of the most earnest and 
active type, and has tht» unbounded respect 
of Protestants and th* entire confidence of 
his people.

PEANUT TALK. 


.1 Corner Vendor'* Gh»t About His Wares 


and His Customers. 


"There is a big differenfljj^in pea- 


nuts," said a corner veadeiv "Some 
nuts are large and look very flpe, but 
they are tasteless. 
No matter how 


carefully they are prepared, and how 
nicely they are roasted, they are sl.il 
lacking in all the essentials of a good 
nut. 
They are grown on soil that is 


deficient in some important respect." 


' 'A good roaster, like a good cook or 


pood poet, must be born with certain 
qualifications that can jiot be acquiret 
by education. 


"Some dealers roast their nuts too 


mucli, others too little. If they are 
roasted too much the oil is destroyed, 
and a nut has a good deal of oil in. it. 
It' they are not roasted enough, or ii 
they are roasted over a slow tire, the 
oil is not properly brought out and 
they are not good; in fai-.t, they have a 
disagreeable taste. 


"Some dealers stearo *Jiem. but that 


process spoils the good flavor of a nut. 
Most of the nuts now sold come from 
Virginia. The pastern shore nuts are 
the best. Patrons of the peanut often 
complain that they find the kernels 01 
the nnt soft and llexible instead of be- 
ing brittle; that is because they have 
been too long roasted. 


"If you want to get a nut at its besl 


you should eat it half au hour after-it 
has been roasted. They are good for 
tlio day, and then become stale. 
Some 


people like them hot, but they are bad 
for tlie teeth; besides, they have not 
yet acquired their proper taste. 
Peo- 


ple who are inclined to be dyspeptic 
should not eat many; it would be bet- 
ter if they didn't eat them at all. 
Properly roasted peanuts are healthy 
for healthy people. 
An ordinary pea- 


nut eater eats one a minute, which is 
too fast. 


"Yes, I sell a good many to ladies, 


but they don't eat them on the streel 
like men do. In fact, a really relined 
person doesn't eat. them as he walks 
along the street. Newsboys and boot- 
blacks and roughs do that.—Philadel- 
phia Times.
